Wallace said that if he can re­ 
plenish his exhausted flour stock 
he will reopen for busineaa June 
16. During the 15-day stoppage of 
his business, Wallace said, he will 
make every effort to obtain that 
essential bread ingredient- flour. ;

Loaves will be IO per cent small­ 
er by weight and probably some­ 
what flatter. The price will remain 
the same. 
Bakers m ust indicate the weight 
of the loaf on the wrapper. Bakets 
who have 
difficulty getting 
new 
w'rappers m ay use old ones provid­ 
ed they furnish retailers with aign* 
describing the new loaf. 
The 
order to 
cut the size 
of 
loaves was issued under the war 
OF GOVERNORS powers act. It was the first legal 
move to carry out a recommenda­ 
tion of President Truman'* famine 
emergency com mittee made 
last 
March. The committee urged bak­ 
ers to make the cut voluntarily. 
Bakers now can obtain only 75 
per cent 
of the 
am ount of flour 
during a base 
period of 
1944. On July I, how'ever, this will 
be boosted to 85 per cent.

“We Shook The Family Tree”, by 
Hildegarde Dolson is a delightful 
story of family and home life In a 
small Pennsylvania town in the 
twenties.
